this committee, and I don't want to stort an argument on that now; I hove 
I can get thie investigating committee to arree with me that we should aah? 
the menbers of thet old loyalty board who have been disbanded by Bob Stevens, 

a vary wise action on hie part T think, and find out what they are aoing. 

Are they handling aimilar too secret and other material and I think the Amertean 
neople shewld know why over the nast 5, 6, & or 1C years they vere sencing 
neocle with olear cut Gommanist records into our seeret plants, Another motter 
T think in the “erex case, [ would like to know the names of the people who 
gave special eonsideration to a man vho was a graduate of a Communist leaderahis 
school, We have one other hearing, Senctor, whieh I believe ie being nov haniled 
by the Garchart Comittee that hal to do with the allered graft, cerruction anc 
fraud in seme Alaskan projects, There is the very 4ncortant question of whether 
or not we can go inte the alleged Semmunést infiltration of CIA, whet authority, 
vhat power we have there. Also the question of whet if anything we should do 

w in regard te alleged 6 suniet infiltration of the atemie and hydroven bons 
clante, and may I say in that gonnection while Senstor Symington and I have 
differed’ on many things, I thought he made an excellent surrestion when that 
nattor came us. He sugrested that I take un that matter with the white Nose 
to determine whether or not they would give us full eooperstion, whether or nos 
they felt this would endanger national seeurity because of the many subjects 

we covld not discuss, Thot was dene and I was convinced at thet tire that 2% 
would not be in the national intercst to go into the uatter of otomie and 
hydrogen bomb plants, There are many other subjects that we have pending but 

t think IT have hit the hick sointa of the things thet should be investigatec. 
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
